THE    RIO    NEWS. 


Until fiirihc)  )to{ice  our  American  comspoiuieiils 
vjill  confer  u  i^rcat  favor  on  us  by  addressing  llicir 
letters  "  via  Eiii^hmd. "  The  direct  mails  are  slo^v, 
nncertuin  and  exposed  to  transfers  on  this  coast 
which  largely  increase  the  risks  of  loss.  As  the 
postal  authorities  in  the  United  States  are  accus- 
tomed to  hold  the  mails  for  direct  steamers,  the  enve- 
lopes should  be  distinctly  marked  *'via  England," 


It  is  to  be  noted  that  Congress  li:is  not 
made  a  beginning  which  is  Ciilculated  to 
inspire  confidence  in  its  future  action. 
Although  the  formal  opening  occurreti  on 
the  3rd  instant,  tlie  Chamber  of  Deputies 
was  without  a  quorum  until  yesterda}',  and 
then  proved  its  purpose  and  character  by 
the  re-election  of  a  presiding  officer  who.se 
record  for  impariiaiiiy  and  decision  in  the 
dispatch  of  business  leaves  much  to  be  de- 
sired. The  Senate  is  much  better  org;inized 
and  has  begun  its  work  aheady,  but  there 
is  an  undercurrent  of  political  opposition 
in  its  composition  which  may  at  any  moment 
break  out  to  obstruct  legislation.  Tliere  is 
no  disputing  the  importance  and  urgency 
of  the  purely  political  questions  whicli  are 
claiming  attention,  but  the  linancial  and 
economic  questions,  as  well    as   those  of 


iidniinisirativc  orgaiii;:.iii.Mi,  arc  no  less 
urgent  and  important.  It  is  most  unfor- 
tunate that  tliese  political  conllicts  have 
been  |)recipiiated  upon  the  countiv,  chietlv 
ihiuugh  the  blniidcv-!  and  meddlesomeness 
III  those  ill  high  authority,  ior  the  country 
now  needs  judicious  and  well-considored 
legislation  on  a  inuliiplicity  of  subjects,  all 
intim;uely  connected  with  conimcicial  and 
industrial  tievelopment.  Kverything  almost 
is  in  a  stale  tif  disurganii^aiion  and  confusion, 
and  the  situation  is  daily  becoming  worse 
through  the  unwarrantetl  action  oi  venal 
ami  ignorant  olVicials.  Hr.ud  needs  an 
<^'mirely  new  system  of  internal  taxation.  ^A 
customs  ta.-vation  and  administration,  anil 
ol  litiauce  and  Treasury  athninistration. 
riie  country  also  requires  a  belter  judicial 
■■\n<\  police  system,  and  an  enliielv  new  cotle 
nl  l;uui  laws  which  shuuld  proviile  lor  llie 
alK>!i[ion  nfali  ollicial  iminigr;iiiou  prupa- 
Kandas,  atui  a  thorough  niodificaiion  and 
lelorm  o{  laws  relating  to  railwavs  ami 
sU'imsliip  lines,  particularly  in  respect  to 
iliL'ir  obhgationsascomnum  carriers.  There 
are  a  hundred  subjects  demanding  legisla- 
lioii.  ilie  great  majority  of  which  will  be 
Ignored  as  long  as  these  political  coiitrti- 
versies  engage  attention.  An  elVort  should 
be  made,  however,  both  in  and  out  o'i 
Congress,  to  force  consideration  of  the 
more  impiiruni  of  these  questions,  such  as 
that  o\  ihe  currency,  of  banking  and  of 
Treasury  administration.  The  ~  country 
must  have  more  saleguanls  against  the 
irresponsible  expenditure  of  public  money, 
aiuUhis  should  be  forced  upon  the  attention 
ot  Congress,  no  umtif-r  wiiat  is 
in  Rio  Grande.      Will  it  he  don^ 


lappening 


Thk  news  from  Rio  CSrande  is  still  most 
contradictory  and    uncertain,  and   it  is  im- 
possible to  give  more  than   a  conjecture  as 
to  the  situation  there.     For  some  days  after 
the  first  telegrams  were  receiveii   about  the 
battle  aflnhandnhy,  it  was  reported  that  the 
telegraph  lines  were  interrnpteil  by  a  severe 
storm.     The  storm  must  have  eiidcLi  some 
time  ago,  however,  but  we  are  still  ignorant 
of  the  truth  concerning  ihat  engagement. 
It  is  certain  that  the  government  generals 
grossly    e.Kaggerated    the   importance    and 
results  o(  the  fight,  and  they  failed  to  explain 
how  it  was  that  their  "vigorous  pursuit"  of 
a  routed  and  dispersed  army  failed  to  bring 
them  into  contact  with  the  fugitives,     The 
fetleralisls  claimed  less  advantage  from   the 
fight,  and  tlieir  account  is  the  more  credible. 
Their  commander,  Col.  Salgado,   seems  to 
have  disobeyed  orders  in  accepting   battle, 
as  the  policy  of  tlie  revolutionary  leaders  is 
to  avoid  pitched  battles  and  exhaust   their 
opponents  by  forced  marches  and  a  winter's 
campaign.     Salgado   succeedeil    in    disper- 
sing the  government  cavalry,  some  of  which 
ran  all  the  way   to  Uruguayaua,    but  his 
attack  on  Hyppollto's  infantry  and  artillery 
fiiiled.     He  then  withdrew  from  the  field, 
and  this  was  the  occasion  ofall  those  jubilant 
telegrams.     On    the  1 2th  another  engage- 
ment   occurred    at    Ibicuhy,    about  eight 
leagues  from  Qnarahy,  where  General  Telles 
attempted  to  force  a  battle  on  Tavares,  but 
without  success.     From  the  conflicting  ac- 
counts thus  far  received,  Telles  seems  to  have 
not  only  come  out  second  best  in  the  engage- 
ment, but  was  outwitted  again  by  Tavares, 
who  has  succeeded  in  cutting  off^  iiis  com- 
munication wilh  Bagi5,    toward  which  place 
Tavares  is  now  said  to  be  marching.     In  the 
meantime   Telles  has  recapturetl   Quaraliy 
without  opposition,  and  is  said  to  be  retur- 
ning to  Livramcnto,     If  Salgado   can    be 
restrained  from  risking  his  cause  in  a  pitcheil 
batUe,  the  federalists  are  still  as  formidable 
as  ever,  for  they  are  better  mounted,  hardier 
and  better  acquainted  with  the  country  than 
their   antagonists.     They  are   iiot  so   well 
armed,   however,    and  are  wholly   without 
artillery,    which    places    them    at   a    great 
disadvantage  on  the  field  of  battle,     In  the 
extreme  south  a  small  invading  force  nnder 
Apparicio   Saraiva,    numbering   about  400 
men  but   badly  armed,  were   defeated  near 
Santa  Victoria  and  driven  back  across  the 
frontier.     The  possibility   of  trouble   wilh 
Uruguay  is  also  becoming  a  question  of  no 
slight  importance.     About  the  time  of  the 
light  at  Ibicuhy  a  detachment  of  Brazilian 
troops,  by  one  telegram  described  as  fugi- 
tives,   crossed    the   frontier  at  some  point  j 
between  that  place  and  Livramento,  and  were  ! 
promptly  attacked  by  the  Uruguayans  under  ' 
General  Garcia.     In  the  fight  which  followed  , 
several  men  were  killed  and  wounded.     The  j 
feeling  between  theCastilhistas  and  Urugua- 
yans has  become  very  bitter,  owing  in  some  j 
measure  to   the  insolence  of  such  frontier  j 
commanders  as  Gen.  Isidore,  and  the  raids 


across  the  frontier  made  by  ileiaL-hmcnts  of 
Uraxilian  troops.  That  there  is  provocation 
for  diis  can  not  be  tlonbted,  for  the  sympa- 
thies of  the  Uruguayans  are  with  the  fcde- 
mlisis  and  they  luve  given  no  slight  aid  and 
encouiugeineni  to  their  cause.  Such  con- 
llicis  as  that  of  the  i2ih  will  serve  to  excite 
the  feeling  of  reseutmenl  on  both  sides,  and 
this  may  ai  any  moment  be  lieveloped  into 
open  war  by  the  hasiv  conduct  o'i  .\  (ronlier 
coimu.inder. 
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purpose  is  to 
ill  llrazil,  on 
;suhlished  on 
settlers  to  pay 
The  originator 
ol  the  scheme  claims  to  h,ivc  received  assur- 
ance's from  the  l!ra>;ili;ui  government  that 
liel|)  will  be  given  tti  tlie  cniigraiils  whenever 
they  come  in  huge  nnmber.s.  1[  is  also 
claimed  that  the  leaders  of  the  scheme  have 
been  studying  this  country  for  the  past  six 
years,  aiuj  have  familiari^ijd  themselves  with 
us  huiguage,  customs  and  goveruineut,  and 
it  is  s;ud  tliat  a  committee  will  ss>on  come 
out  to  make  preliminary  ariMngemeuts  and 
puicluise  lands  for  the  colonies"  alreadv  for- 
med, When  this  movement  fusi  originated 
some  live  or  six  vears  at^o,  in  connection 
wilh  die  scheme  for  settling  lands  in  C.oyx/. 
granted  to  J.  j,  Fagundes  tlu  Silva,  known 
as  the  "ii,ir;\o  do  C.iyapd,"  we  discussed 
the  quesiion  fully  and  urged  that  it  would 
be  a  fatal  mistake  to  locate  colonies  of 
American  negroes  in  this  country.  In  the 
time  which  has  elapsed  since  dieu,  there 
have  been  no  changes  for  the  better  in  Bra- 
zil which  modify  our  conclusions.  On  the 
contrary,  the  situation  now  is  fa  wrorsc  than 
then,  owing  to  die  political  changes  and  the 
absence  of  organised  government.  We  are 
in  full  sympathy  with  the  aspirations  of 
these  people,  who  are  seeking  a  home  where 
race  prejudices  do  not  exist,  and  where  they 


n  enjoy  every  social,  political 
jirivilegc  without  the  restrictions  imposed 
upon  them  in  the  United  States.  Such  a 
purpose  is  not  only  right  and  proper,  but  it 
honors  the  men  who  entertain  it  ;  but  they 
must  permit  us  to  say  that  Brazil  is  the 
wrong  place  just  now  tu  seek  that  (tl)ject. 
There  is,  it  is  true,  little  ur  no  prejiu" 
against  their  race  in  this  countr\',  but  tf 
will  be  prejudice  against  diem  as  foreign 
their  lives,  rights  and  property  will  be  but 
leebly  protected,  their  labor  will  be  unre- 
mnnerativc  because  oi  tlie  competition  of 
Chinese  laborers  and  by  the  obstructive  in- 
fluence of  railway  and  steamship  transport- 
aUon,and  their  religious  beliefs  and  political 
aspirations  will  arouse  antagonisms  which 
will  be  insurmountable  obstacles  to  their 
[irogress.  Still  further,  we  1.I0  not  know  of  a 
single  tract  of  land  now  surveyed  within 
suitable  distance  of  a  seaport,  or  uiaiket 
town,  whicii  the  government  could  sell 
them.  The  men  who  say  they  have  .studied 
this  country,  are  evidently  impostors,  for 
lliey  have  no  idea  whatever  ul  the  diliiciillies 
in  the  way  and  of  the  al)solute  miliiness  of 
tlie  American  negro  for  the  comliiions  of  life 
he  would  be  obliged  to  accept  in  iJrazil. 
[.et  the  committee  come,  by  all  means  ;  but 
until  they  have  better  information  about  this 
country  than  they  now  possess  the  so-called 
"colonies"  siiuuld  remain  where  they  are.

wait  two  or  three  days  before  receiving  ihe  ri 
bills,  and  it  often  happens  lhat  the  arrival  of  goods 
is  advised  before  the  consignor  can  forward  the  hi'l 
ol  lading,  so  to  avoid  paying  heavy  warehonsedues 
the  con,ignee  has  to  sign  a  receipt  which  costs  200 
reis;  now  this  may  he  profitable  to  the  company 
hut  it  is  unfair  and  does  not  suit  the  general  public 
Very  often  packages  are  short  and  sometimes  one 
gets  no  redress  at  all,  or  at  best  in  a  way  preiii- 
dicial  to  the  owner.  For  instance,  in  December 
last  our  agent  in  Sanlos  forwarded  two  case.s,  one 
of  which  was  delivered  and  the  olher  disappeared 
completely.  A  claim  was  made  and  after  great 
delay  Ihe  company  asked  (or  the  original  invoice  in 
order  to  settle  the  business,  hut  up  to  this  date  we 
are  still  in  expectation.  Now,  we  ask,  whyslionhl 
we  he  obliged  lo  receive  only  the  prime  cost  when 
it  is  certain  lhat  llie  goods  would  have  given  a  clear 
2o9((  profit  if  delivered  in  due  course. 

To  odd  insult  to  injury  one  has  to  hear  from  the 
railway  emp!oy<5s  sucli  phrases  as  "Voii  ought  to 
think  yourselves  hicky  if  yon  get  anything."  We 
have  been  unable  to  trace  goods  delivered  to  the 
company  on  I31I1  March  last  and  the  only  satis- 
faction we  have  obtained  so  far  is  "  ilut  inquiries 
are  being  made  iit  Sanlos."  We  have  bills  of 
lading  dated  27th  April  of  goods  the  arrival  of 
which  lias  not  been  advised  yet. 

Why  are  nol  the  employes  substituted  (or  others 
during  meal  lime  in  order  not  to  slop  work  ?  Whv 
nol  work  hy  relay  at  night,  Sundays  and  holidays'? 
Ihe  railway  company  maintains  lhat  it  has  the 
monopoly  and  privilege  of  the  carrying  business 
between  Santos  and  Sao  Paulo  and  vice-versa,  but 
It  appears  to  ns  lhat  it  is  acting  like  the  traditional 
dog  in  the  manger,  becau.se  not  having  fulfdled  the 
clauses  of  ils  contract  the  same  ouglu  lo  be  null 
and  void.  A  railway  is  obliged  lo  carry  ail  Uie 
merchandise  lhat  is  presented  and  in  the  default 
Ibe  privilege  ought  lo  be  rescinded. 

This  stale  of  things  would  not  he  permitled  in 
England,  especially  where  the  indirect  eifects  of 
these  abuses  fall  on  the  consumer. 

We  should  very  much  like  to  know  what  the  S 

lanlo  Railway  Company  has  done  during  the  last 

two  years  to  increase   its   carrying  powers,     'Phe 

transport  crisis  continues,  population  increases  and 

the  slate  of  S.  Paulo,  the  richest  in  Brazil,  instead
